United Bank Officials Calm 
Despite Panic in Chinatown

SAN FRANCISCO - By early 
Tuesday afternoon，the crowd 
strctched most of the length of 
thc block along Grant Avenue， 
from Pacific to Jackson Street， 

Metal barricades and SF police 
helped maintain order among the 
scveral hundred， primarily 
monolingual Chinese-Speaking 
customers who for the second 
day in a row were nervously 
withdrawing their Savings from 
the ” 1066 Grant Avenue branch 
of United Bank. 

Many in the line were Seen 
reading a statement，printed in 
English and Chinese，guarantee- 
jing the customers that their 
accounts ,were fully insured up 
to $100,400 and that they had 
no reason for panic. 

"We will.remain open Seven 
days ? week to keep up with the 
demand,"” said Philip Lee，senior 
Vice pyesident and director of 
community affairs， "We have 
an 'unlimited amount of 
borrowing power， We have over 
400 inillion in deposits.…. 
Yesterday，they withdrew abonut 
two million。 Today，it's about 
the same.…And we expect a big 
line tomorTow.” 

Looking calm despite the 
beleagudred scene，Lee explained， 
"The Ifinancial statement of 
United，combined with rumors 
Circulating in the Chinatown 
community，caused a run on the 
bank:"” He traced the rumors to 
an article that appeared in the 
了 UPe 20waissuecc oftthe3Sar 
Erancisco Chronicle entitled 
"SF"S United Bank Forecasts 
Loss.” That article carried the 
information that the bank had 
just recorded the largest 
quarterly loss in its history -- 
$7.53 million. 


With 153 branches in Northern 
California and SIX 
California，United claims to be 
the largest minority-owned bank 
in thc United States. Its 1osses 
in the quarter ending June 30 
cut the bank's net worth in half， 
to $8 million. 

Ben L. Hom， the chairman and 
president，blamed the 1osses oQn 
bad real estate development 
loans and joint ventures dating 
back to 1982. He Said that 
United stopped making 
development loans in mid-1984， 
when Several of the bank'?s 
projects began to falter， "We are 
going back to single-family 
reSsidential lending,” he was 
quoted as Saying. 

FEounded in 1974，Umnited Bank 
caters mainly to the Bay Area?s 
ASian population，and now has 
assets of $750 million. Last 
month，it added $4.4 million to 
its ITreserve for bad 1loans. 
However，its net worth is now 
only 一 1 percent of its assets， 
Sharply below the 3 percent 
generally considered 3a healthy 
figure. 

According to Lee，the other 
branekheseOotaRttede ae 
experiencing "very light traffic. 
TDm pretty Sure the only branch 
going through this is the one in 
Chinatown， because it"s all 
Chinese people. They?'re 
Sensitive，and the community is 
SO close together." 

Another thing that contributed 
to the panic，he said，was the 
failure last week of Golden 
Pacific Bank， the largest 
Chinese-owned bank on the East 
Coast. At least $10 million in 
Savings was lost when the Office 
of the Comptroller of the 
Currency decided to close it 
down.

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TIME FOR THE UNIVERSITY TO 
ACKNOWLEDGE THE PROBLEM 


The issues Tegarding ASsian American access to 
higher education reported in this paper during the 
past two weeks deserve more _ attention than the 
unliversity administration is willing to concede 
publicly. 


Obviously no individual or institution likes to be 
accused of being racist toward any ethnic group. The 
instlcntive Teaction to Such an allegation is “2 deny 
its existence and to cover up the problem. This，we 
hope，will not be the case for the administration at 
the Unliverslity of California. 


Another possible response is to pit one minority 
group against other minority groups. This altogether 
too familiar Strategy is not unknown to Asian 
Americans in the past. The easiest thing for the 
university to do is to incite racial antagonism among 
university organizations. We also hope this will not be 
the response of the university. 


What the administration must do is to acknowlecge 
the broblem and take seriously the recommendations 
in the report by the ASsian American Task Force on 
University Admissions.， The administration mnust 
bring all the groups together to work toward a lasting 
solution. 


Community Should Not React to Rumors 


The run this week on United Bank was fueled by 
rumors and scare headlines in the Chinese presS. The 
bank made a key mistake by not responding fast 
enough to assure depositers that the full faith of the 


federal government is behind federally-insured 
institutlonsS. 
There has been Several much-publicized bank 


failures，but the depositers who 1lost mobney were 1n 
sate-chariered Or non-insured institutions.， Ihe 
community papers would have done a service to the 
community by pointing out that fact in their 
headlines. Those depositers who panicked and 
withdrew their Savings _ from time accounts will be 
the big 1losers，Umited Bank has been a_ communilty 
bank with a long-history of Support of social service 
agencies.

Peddiers Air Complaints About 
City's Move to Cancel Permits

SAN FRANCISCO - Over 20 
Chinatown peddlers aired their 
complaints in a public hearing 
held by the Police Department 
last Thursday in an effort to 
postpone the revocation of their 
Jicenses. 

Attorney Louis Hop Lee， 
Tepresenting 17 Stockton Street 
peddlers who have been cited by 
the police and whose licenses are 
under threat of revocation，and 
attorney Joseph A，FEilippelli， 
Tepresenting four cited Stockton 
Street peddlers，Spoke at the 
hearing. 

Elilippelli said that Since his 
clients had been in the peddlers 
business for years，and had 
ijnvested a tremendous amount of 
money without knowing that 
thelr 1licenses were issued in 
violation of the current law， 
they Should not be penalized by 
a Sudden elimination of their 
1ivelihood. 

Furthermore， "it is inconsistent 
and discriminating for the City 
to:80 hard only on the 
Chinatown peddlers while 
ignoring the catering trucks and 
other vendors elsewhere in the 
City doing the Same thing,”he 
Sald. 

Lee emphasized that Some kind 
of compromise Should be worked 
out，Such as pooling all peddlers 
in 3a certain place，where they 
may continue their 
without increasing the 
congestion problems on busy 
Streets in Chinatown， 

Lee asked for a_ three-month 
delay which  _ would allow 
Chinatown merchants，peddliers

15-year-old daughter onto a plane 
bound for Saigon, Kieu left behind 
her brother and father whom she 
would never see again. 

At age 17 and a few weeks mar- 
Tied，she was discovered by a Viet- 
namese producer who starred her in 
her first film,“The Bell of Thien 
Mu Pagoda,”about a_young girl 
who was disappointed in love and 
who became a nun. The film cata- 
pulted her acting career. 

In April，197$，as the fall of 
Saigon to the communists became 
imminent，Kieu evacuated to Cana- 
da and eventually the US， 

Kieu became an American citizen 
several months ago and feels she is 
“Americanized” in the daytime 
when she“drives the long hours on 
freeways and works hard to earn 
her income.” 了 But when she returns 
to her Toom at night，she feels the 
loneliness of a _ Vietnamese refugee 
woman, and her mind fills with the 
memories of the past.“That is the 
dilemma of a refugee woman's 
life,”she said. 

Kieu is divorced and the mother 
of three adults, ages 2$, 23, and 21. 
Eleven years ago, Kieu sent them to 
live in Canada with relatives So that 
they could be educated there. 

“The only thing Ihave in my life 
now are Imy children. I consider 
them my friends,”she said.“There 
is no generation gap.?” 

REGRET 

She does have one regret abonut 
sending her children away to 
School. “IT wish they had gone 
through= what other Vietnamese 
childrem their age had gone through 
so that they could understand more 
about their country，the life of a 
refugee, the difficulty of surviving， 
and what the communists are like. 
Their lives would'*ve been more 
enriched in an inner way.” 

Her advice to Asian refugees is 
the same as what she tells her 
children 一 “Don't forget where 
you came from，who you are，and 
your roots; but also you have to ad- 
just to this_new 1life，Combining 
both will make the person more 
iCbDeTee 

“In America it's much harder for 
a _ Vietnamese woman because We 
have to play three different roles. In 
the daytime we play the role of a 
man 一 we have to work to help the 
family's income. In the evening we 
have to play the role of a maid 一 
cook,，do housework，etc. and stil 
play the role of a wife and mother 
of the family.” 

“In Vietnam，the women are 
mostliy housewives Or they have 
maids and don't have to work too 
hard,” she explained. 

Having experienced both roles， 
Kieu prefers the life here because 
“the women are more independent 
and they work hard.” Now she 
can't imagine returning to her for- 
mal life of having three maids.

Also，working as an actress was 
easier for her in Vietnam than in the 
U.S. In Vietnam,，“I was one of the 
top,”she said.“Work was SO easy 
for me. They would come to me and 
bring me the script and offer me the 
job. Here I have to go for audi- 
tions, TI have to work with an agent. 
In Vietnam I didn't have an agent. 
People would know my name and 


come to me.” 
She thought that her experlence 


would help her to break into Holly- 
wood，bnut found herself starting 
over again. She also realized that 
“the moviemakers here don't really 
care _ about the _ different ethnic 
groups. They think Asian faces all 
look alike. And ifthe language calls 
for Vietnamese dialogue in the role， 
it didn?t have to be Vietnamese.?” 

“Tm dying to go back to my 
career. TI haven't done anything in 
my life but acting for years.

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UC Berkeley Denies 
Asian Student Blas

BERKELEY -- A June 17 
Teport released by the Asian 
American Task Force on Univer- 
Sity Admissions accused the 
University of California，Berke- 
ley of being unfair to Asian 
applicants. But Bud Travers， 
assistant vice-chancellor， Said， 
"There was no discrimination.” 

The report Said the university 
made "deliberate policy changes"” 
in fall 1984 that "precipitated an 
unfair and devastating impact 
on ASian applicants.” 

According to the Teport， 
admission of newly enrolled 
Chinese， and Indo-Chinese 
freshmen dropped 29 percent 
from 1983 to 1984 while the 
general freshmen enrollment 
dropped 5 percent. 

"What we're_ concerned with 
is the disproportionate impact on 
ASlanSs,”Ssaid Harold Yee，task 
force advisor. "We Should not 
have a greater drop than the 
average in UC." 


DEMOGRAPHIC 

The report also indicates that 
the” Asian population has 
increased.， Citing this，Henry 
Der, task force member, Said， "In 
light of the demographic studies 
by UC and other institutions， 
AsSian American enrollment at 
UC Berkeley and UCLA Should 
remain Constant，if not increase， 
relative to the Asian population 
in California.” 

Judge.Lillian Sing， task force 
Co-chair，Said， "The Statistics 
Speak for themselves and are 
very clear.” She cited the report 
of a 29 percent Asian decrease 
in comparison to the general 5 
percent decrease， 

But Travers Said，"I don't 
think their (the task force'S) 
statistics are accurate.” .He said 
the _ university keeps Statistics 


which do not concur with the 
task force'?S. 

While Travers doesn't dispute 
the charsge that Asian enrollment 
has dropped substantially，he 
SaddREtheSCaSCOOENSTSESTOL 
discrimination. He said the 
numbers dropped for four main 
TeasOns. 


REASONS 

First， TraverSs Said the 
number of freshmen enrolled 
decreased.， A December 1984 
letter from the chancellor?s 
office to the task force Said， 
"This fall，the total enTollment 
of new freshmen was 4,074 -- 


20$ fewer Students than 1ast 
year (a 5$ percent decline 
Overall)." 


Second，Travers Said that 
many of the Chinese who were 
admitted did not register._ The 
chancellor's letter Said, "In 1981， 
the acceptance Tatio for 
Chinese was 82 percent; by 1984， 
the acceptance ratio had 
decreased to 67 percent...。 It js 
possible that this decline is due 
to increased competition from 
other Universities for these 
students.” 

Third，Travers Said many 


Chinese applied for the College 


of Engineering which shrank 
this year，The chancellor's letter 
said，"This year the_ College of 
Engineering enrolled 406 
freshmen compared to 5$04 in 


1983 (a _ reduction of 19 
percent)..。， the decrease in 
Engineering accounts for about 
one-twelfth of the_ reduction in 
new Chinese freshmen. 

Fourth，Travers Said the 
Economic Opportunity Program 
no longer protects disadvantaged 
Asians. The chancellor's 1letter 
said, "In 1984, for the first time， 
Economic _ Opportunity Program 
(EOP) applicants who were not 
black， Hispanic，or Native 
American were not given prefer- 
ential treatment for admission 3aS 
new freshmen，As a result，Some 
EOP students who were not 
competitive became Subject to 
redirection to other campuses." 

DISPUTE 

Der disputes TraverSs” Second 
cause for the drop. "The task 
force rebutted the university'"s 
assertion that enrollment 
dropped because other Universi- 
ties were attracting a number of 
applicants. It's true that other 
universities attract applicants， 
but that has been true for a 
number of years， You can't 
aSSUmE that，after one year， 
other _ universities Tecruited So 
much as to lead to this 
Substantial drop." 

Task force members Say that 
the drop is due to an anti-Asian 
sentiment On campus.

The grand opening of the World Theatre in 1949 with ?Spring River Flows East

SAN FRANCISCO - When the 
curtain rises this Saturday, June 29， 
at the new World Theatre at 644 
Broadway in the heart of China- 
town in San Francisco, the focus of 
attention for many of the invited 
guests most likely will be on the 
brand new，state-of-the-art movie. 
facility in Chinatown or on the 
celebrities, Chinese and Americans， 
gathered for the grand opening. 

But for Eva Lowe，owner and 
wife of one of the two original 
Owners of the theater; -and for 
Stanley Lal and Jackson Chan, two 
Ilong-time workers in the old World 
Theatre, the sentiment will Surely be 
qulte different. 

To them，the new theater Tepre- 
sents a vindication of the original 
founders” vision Some 36 years ago 
and a final fulfillment of its historic 


role as a community theater 
dedicated to the promotion of fami- 
ly _ entertainment and 3a better 
understanding of China and her 
culture through film . 


SPRING RIVER 

To establish its presence in the 
community following mnearly two 
years of reconstruction and to reaf- 
firm its original commitment to fine 
Chinese films，the World Theatre 
will screen 7Tjpe SPD7iz18 River Fows 
Pasha 1947 classic,，which also hap- 
pens to be the 全 Im shown at the 
grand opening of the World 
Theatre in December，1949. 

To help celebrate the occasion, a 
film delegation from China, headed 
by Situ Huimin，an advisor to the 
Ministry of Culture and one of the 
two original owners of the theater， 
will be on hand.

FOUNDERS 

The World Theatre was started in 
1949,， when the founders took over 
the 900-seat Old Liberty Theater,，a 
“porno” theater across the street 
from the present location on Broad- 
Way. The two owners were Law- 
rence Lowe and Situ Huimin，two 
community leaders in the progres- 
sive wing of the Chinese American 
community. (The progressive wing 
in those days'consisted generally of 
people who were fed up with or had 
given Up hope in the fast- 
deteriorating and corrupt regime of 
Chiang Kai-shek.) 

They were, in the words of Rol- 
land C. Lowe, the son of Lawrence 
and Eva and now a general partner 
in the theater,“committed to main- 
taining a neighborhood theater that 
promoted famijly entertainment?” 
and“a better understanding of the 
cultures of Hong Kong and China.2?” 
In addition to the two owners, there 
were many Strong Supporters and 
friends of the theater. Among them 
was Fong Ying，a sewing factory 
owner and Stanley Lai，who rose 
from being an Usher to manager 
during the most trying period of the 
theater's history . 

For '`its opening，they Picked 
“Spring River,” one of the most 
Successful and critically-acclaimed， 
progressive films during the civil 
war era (1945-1949). The film， 
directed and written by Cai Chu- 
sheng and Zheng Junli of the Lien 
Hua group，consists of two parts: 
“Wartime Separation”” and 
“Darkness and Dawn.” Through 
the experience of one family during 
the _ long Sino-Japanese war，the 
film reajjstically depicts the suffer- 
ings of the Chinese people in war- 


torn China，the heroic struggle 
against the Japanese occupation， 
and the corruption of the Kuomin- 
tang regime during and after the 
war，JIn China in 1947，the film 
broke the all-time record atten- 
dance record of Somg OF ipe Fisjner- 
111011 (1934) in its first three months. 

Since SDrimzg RiPver- was available 
only in Mandarin in 1949, the staftf 
of the World Theatre mobilized vol- 
unteers, Under the direction of Situ， 
to provide a Cantonese Sound track 
for its American premiere for the 
Cantonese audience here. Not SUT- 
prisingly the movie was an instant 
box office success in Chinatown， 
Like Come Jitp tipe 于 id， it went 
through several revivals and to this 
date，it remains a popular classic， 
Unfortunately，the _ original Can- 
tonese version was lost in the 1970?s 
when it was heavily borrowed by 
Chinese _ student organizations in 
various American Universities for 
fund-raising PUTPoses. 


REPRESSION 

The initial Success of the World 
Theatre proved short-lived and the 
dream of bringing more films like 
9Drig Riverto Bay Area audiences 
soon turned into a nightmare. 

The post-World War IIAmerican 
obsession Over the question of inter- 
nal Secturity and Soviet expansion- 
jsm set the stage for the long Cold 
War between the US and the USSR . 
The defeat of Chiang Kai-shek. by 
the Chinese Commiunist forces in 
1949 and the outbreak of the 
Korean War Soon led the US to 
declare China as her number one 
enemy. The policy of containment 
of China by military Jneans Was 
adopted, and persisted until 1972 
when President Nixon visited China 


and laid the foundation for the 


gradual normalization of US-China 
relations throughout the 1970s.

In a_ recent intervjew during a 
visit to SF，Tseng Kuang-shoon， 
chair of Taiwan?s Overseas 
Chinese Affairs Commission，said 
让 his unit does not promote Chinese 
education among overseas Chinese， 
the Dext generation Of overseas 
Chinese will not understand 
Chinese，and therefore，cannot be 
considered Chinese. “They will 
turn into bananas: yellow onutside， 
but white inside. When they reach 
that point，they can no longer be 
called Chinese,”he said . 

Recosgnizing the difficulty in 
teaching and maintaining a Chinese 
education in the US，he said that 
the Taiwan government was willing 
to do Several things. First, his com- 
mission will supply,， free of charge， 
textbooks published by the Taiwan 
government,， as long as the Chinese 
Schools are willing to adopt them as 
textbooks. 

Secondly，the Taiwan govern- 
ment will also Supply arichly il- 
lustrated” bimonthly magazine for 
beginners and a monthly magazine 
for more advanced students. Third- 
]y，the government is publishing a 
bilingual series of books on Chinese 
literature， poetry，and history， 
There is no charge on any of the 
above. 

FEourth，to_ help upgrade the 
quality of teachers, each summer, a 
Selected number of Chinese teachers 
in'the US will have an OppPortunity 
to recejve training in Taiwan for a 
month. Fifthly，the government is 
planning Chinese teacher training 
Seminars Overseas， Lastly， the 
Taiwan government is also willing 
to give limited financial support to 
Chinese schools and classes. (Inter-
